- Land Grant 


Misconceptions of the Value of Sub- 
sidies Given the C.P.R. 

The Montreal Gazette, in discussing 
the value of the original land grant to 
the C.P.R., says in part: 

In discussion of the railway prob- 
lem in Canada the traditional miscon- 
ception of the value of subsidies given 
the Canadian Pacific Railway persists. 
At the reeent meeting of Grand 
Trunk shareholders in London, the 
chairman, Mr. Smithers, more than 
once alluded to three subsidies as hay- 
ing a value of $350,000,000, and the 
Toronto Globe, distorting facts and 
presenting half-truths, thus com- 
‘ments: ; 

“Where did the Canadian Pacific 
get this princely heritage of land, 
yreater in extent than some of the 
European kingdoms, for the posses- 
sion of which the great war was 
fought? From the people of Canada, 

-as a free gift, to enable the company, 
by providing cheap and adequate rail- 
“way servig¢e to open up the West for’ 
settlement). And have the proceeds 
of this vast land grant. deen devoted 
to the-intengied purpose? -

Ludendorff recently put the blame 
for the loss of the * war on von 
Moltke, on-yon Falkenhayn ahd on 
Nicolai, the last-named the head of 
the German military intelligence gser- 
vice. General von Hoffman has sad- 
dled the responsibility on von Falken- 
hayn. Von Falkenhayn probably will 
blame von Hindenburg, the kaiser or 
von Moltke, -Von Moltke is always 
the most convenient scapegoat. He 
cananake no rejoinder, being dead. 
Von Tirpitz had no forerunner as 
the creator of the German navy, as 
the challenger of British sei power 
father of piratical U-boat 


sibility back. And his successors only 
followed the fatal course laid down 
by him. So he must face the fact of 
Germany’s failure on the sea, which 
entailed failure on land. He had hrs 
way. And that way meant suicide for 
Germany. He cannot dissociate hiimn- 
self from the catastrophe. The best 
he can do will be to drag in —other 
German leaders as co-architects and 
accomplices. 

Ludendorff is manifestly one 
these. He consented ’.to.the renewal 
of unrestricted submarine warfare in 
Februacy, 1917. He displaced Hinden- 
burg on that issue, becoming, in cf- 
fect, a political’as well as a military 
dictator. He had the power in Janu- 
ary to stop the illegitimate U-boat 
activitics. He also had the power as 
late-as April of that year to rescind 
the proclamation of war on neutral 
shipping, which forced’ the Uniled 
States into the contest. But he didn’t 
interfere, He seemed to‘haye hopes 
that a successful U-boat campaign 
would supplement German victories 
on land and thus help him to vanquish 
Trance, Great Britain and Italy, as he 
had already vanquished Russia. 

This illusion was Germany's ruin. 
Von Tirpitz.-and Ludendorff were 
equally the-sponsors for it, What they 
write now about themselves and cach 
other can hardly lessen their culpabil- 
ily as the joint authors of Germany’s 
downfall —St. Thomas ‘Times-Journal.

Sir William remarked’ that the 
machinery for deportation, was ‘ulter- 
ly insufficient, and added that he did

At Bridgeport, Ohio, the biggest

Montreal, Quebec, — According to 
a carefully compiled esinlate just 
made public here there 4re 388 manu- 
facturing plants in Canada which are 
directly connected with United States 
concerns... The average capital is 
estimated at $682,834, making a total 
investment of $264,939,592, The actual 
paid-up.capital in the case of 76 of 
the companies was found to be $51,- 
$95,350, and as tliese companies were 
fairly representative of the whole list, 
the average for them was considered 
a fair basis for making. the estimate. 
A. similar list was compiled in Janu- 
ary, LOLs, the number of plants being 
then estimated at 450, and the total 
investment $135,000,000, an ay erage of 
$300,000. The list ote not represent 
the investment of United States capi- 
tal exclusively, as the lists of share- 
holders of many of: the Canadian con- 
cerns include a considerable propor: 
tion of Canadians. On the other hand 
there is a large number of companies 
not included, the shareholders of 
which comprise many citizens of the 
United. States, In the’ case of some 
enterprises, for instance, which have 
always been. distinctly Canadian,. <a 
majority of the stock is now held in 
the United States. The total inveét- 
ment represented” by the list given 
may, therefore, be considered a’ con- 
servalive estimate of United States in- 
vestments in -Canadian manufacturing 
enterprises,
